At the Democratic Convention at San 
Francisco. yesterday it was stated that Mr. 
McAdoo’s name would not be pat forward 
as Presidential candidate. The Sub-

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A report from Vera Cruz states that a 
new revolution has broken out in Mexico. 
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In these days of stress and strain in 
Europe nobody has time to give much 
thought to the Far East. Yet the problem 
of Great Britain's alliance with Japan 
looms large in the foreground of foreign 
affairs; and the question of its renewal is 
among the most delicate issues of the hour. 
Mr. Hara, the present Premier of Japan, 
told the leaders of the Seiyuki Party in 
Tokio om Sunday that negotiations with 
Great Britain were still in progress, but 
gave no hint of their character or probable 
outcome. Our alliance with Japan marked 
the first. breach m the traditional policy 
of Great Britain not to form any direct 
engagement with fereign countries. It 
was. concluded in 1902 by Lord Lansdowne 
to check the aggressive policy of Russia 
in the Orient, and stipulated that, if 
either party should go to war, and be 


| attacked subsequently by another Power, 


its Ally should immediately enter the lists. 
The alliance did not prevent the Russo- 
Japanese War, but it was instrumental in 
confining the struggle to the Far Fast. 
Moreover, it kept the German Emperor 
from putting his finger into the pie. Both 
Great Britain and Japan were pleased 
with the success of their arrangement, 
and in 1911 they renewed it for a further 
period of ten years. This time a proviso 
was inserted. Great Britain had con- 
cluded a Treaty of Arbitration with the 
United States in the meanwhile; there- 
fore the Alliance was re-cast so as to re- 
move the obligation of either Ally to go 
to war with a Power with which it had 
such a treaty. Since then the great war 
has been fought and won, and Japan was 
loyal to her friend. Her declaration 
against Germany, especially” in view of 
Russia's presence among the Allies, had an 
enormous moral effect. Furthermore, she 
cleansed the Far East from German in- 
trigue, and until the middle of 1917 took 
ever control of the Pacific. Next year the 
term of the Alliance will lapse, and both 
nations are trying to make up their minds 
whether or not their interests demand its 
further renewal. | 7 “ 
Much can be said on both sides. 
Japanese have been very loyal to Great 
Britain, and their attitude during the 
past six years has completely vindicated 
Lord Lansdowne’s policy. On the other 
hand, but for Russia the Alliance never 
would have been formed, and now the 
Russia of the Tsars is no more. With 
its collapse as a world-Power the practical 
necessity vf the Alliance disappeared. 
Again, Great Britain must’ think of 
America. At the present moment one of 
the most knotty planks in preparation for 
the Democratic platform in San Francisco 
is that which deals with Japan. Cali- 
fornia is pressing for anti-Japanese legis- 
lation. The Americans always resented our 
alliance with Japan, and now that anti- 
British agitators are hard at work, it is 
being used as an argument against the 
League of Nations, against the Armenian 
mandate, and even in favour of an “Irish 
Republic,” Not only America, however, 
but also Australia and New Zealand, dis- 
like our alliance with Japan. They, too, 
fear a fellow penetration, and, it will be 
remembered, protested fiercely and success- 
fully against the proposal at the Peace 
Conference to put all the peoples of the 
world on the same footing in regard 
to alien legislation. Within a few 
years Japan, could swamp the white 
population of Australia and New Zealand 
with her surplus subjects, and in a decade 
they would, in fact if not in name, become 
colonies of the Eastern Empire. These 
facts must be taken into account by 
the British Foreign Office, and full weight 
must be given to them before any im- 
t decision is taken. Since 1911 the 
whole face of the globe has been changed, 
and the fabric of human society has been 
woven anew. Our-friendship with Japan has 
become firmer than ever it was, but we have 
made new friends in the meanwhile, whose 
feelings we cannot afford to ignore.

Caught Napping. 

On Tuesday three thousand gallons of 
petrol were despatched from Dublin to the 
Royal Air Force station at Oranmore, 
Ceunty Galway. This valuable consign- 
ment—the very thought of three thousand 
gallons must make the private motorist’s 
mouth water—was sent by ordinary goods 
train. On the night of the same day the 
train was “held up” by armed men at 
Mullingar. The petrel waggous were rua 
into a siding; ail the cang were opened, 
and their contents were poured over the 
railway embankment. Curiously enough, 
the raiders, who, perhaps, were pressed 
for time, do not seem to have carried off 
any of the petrol for the purposes of the 
Repubiican Army. It was the British 
taxpayer's money which was poured ovet 
the embankment at Mullingar, and he is 
entitled to ask why this thing was allowed 
to happen. ' Why was a large quantity of 
an important munition of war despatched, 
without adequate protection, through a 
country which no longer can be described 
as anything but hostile? The Republican 
forces make no secret of their policy and 
intentions, They regard the British Army 
as the instrument of a foreign Power in 
Ireland, and have proclaimed a state of 
war against it. Their guerrilla campaign 
must be accepted as formidable, since it 
is conducted with keen intelligence, re- 
markable audacity, and infinite resource. 
We are sure that the high military com- 
mand in Ireland is well aware of these 
facts. Why, then, are such incidents as 


loss of three thousand gallons of petrol 
still possible? The answer, of conrge, is 
obvious. The British Army in Ireland has 
not succeeded yet—and we cannot wholly 
blame it—in accommodating itself to a 
bewildering ‘and unprecedented state of 
affairs.

The scheme has not a good Press. Among 
the points which have come in for adverse 
comment is the~ exceptional treatment 
accorded to the North-Eastern Railway, | 
which, instead of being incladed in the 
Eastern section with the Great Northern, 
Great Central, and Great Eastern lines, 
is placed in a group Ly itself with the 
Hull and Barnsley as its sole companion. 
There may be good reasons for this 
arrangement, but they are not explained 
in the document. The North-Eastern has 
for years been endeavouring to absorb the 
Hull and Barnsley. It is apparently now 
to achieve its desire. That may be right 
or wrong, but it is a little unfortunate 
that the scheme which suggests it should 
have emanated from a Ministry which is 
directed, and largely staffed, by former 
employés of the North-Eastern Company. 

Another point which needs elucidation 
is the apparently unscientific grouping of 
the various lines. This should be done, it 
fs thought, on a basis of areas rather than 
of companies. Thus the Devonshire and 
Cornwall lines of the South-Western and 
Great Western ought surely to be placed 
under one organisatior. But, under the 
So scheme, the Sonth-Western 

longs to the Southern group, and the 
Great Western to the Western. Similar 
considerations apply im the case of other 
lines. Thus the Great Northern at several 
points runs into the North-Western area, 
and so do the Great Central (formerly the 
Manchester and Sheffield and Lincolnshire) 
and the Great Westérn. Unless the com. 
panies, voluntarily agree to exchange lines 
with one another, the new grouping will 
create almost as many problems oí manage- 
ment as it will solve. 

The best point about the scheme is the 
proposal that a certain proportion of rail.

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IRISH DOMINION LEAGUE, 


The following resolution was adopted by the 
Executive Committee of the Irish Dominion 
League, Sir Horace Plunkett presiding, at a 
meeting held in Dublin on Monday :— 

‘That the Executive Committee of the Irish 
Dominion League welcomes the bil! intituled an 
Act.te constitute the Domistion of Ireland intro- 
duced by Lord Mouteagls in the House of Lords 
as a most valuable and constructive contribution 
attempt to settle the Irish ques- 
tion upon consitutional limes, and hereby re- 
cords ite-opinion that the mein provisions of the 
bill are-satisfactory and adequate for its pur- 
pose, subject to such amendments being made 
as may be necessary to ensure: (a) That the 
substance as distinguishable from the technical 
legal form of Dominion status is created by se- 
curing the legislative and executive inde 
ence of the Irish Dominion Government in re- 

ard te al] matters not expressly reserved. (b) 

at the reqiirements of the Commission of 
Imperial Defence, referred to in Clause 7 (2), 
shall be clearly defined if and in eo far as they 
may involve any limitetion of the constitu- 
tional. rights and liberties in the Dominion of 
Ireland, and that the communication of 
strategic plans is not required. (c) That the 
special treatment of Nortn-East Ulster can only 
result from the proceedings in the Irish Con- 
stituent Assembly. If such proceedings involve 
the tota] exclusion of any area from the Irish 
Dominion deliberately adopted by plebiscite or 
otherwise the Constituent Assembly mey resume 
ite deliberations, and may adopt such consequen- 
tial amendments as it may deem desirable, (d) 
That no claim to impose conscription in Ireland

THE CHANCELLOR OF THE EXCHEQUER in his 
Budget Speech last year denounced the Tax. He stated 
t 


“Tt operates with unfairness and inequality ; it 
encourages wasteful expenditure, and it is a great 
deterrent to enterprise and new development.’ 


MR. W. GRAHAM, M.P., (Labour), speaking in the 
House of Commons on the 12th of May last, stated :— 


é“ I desire to make perfectly plain the attitude of what 
I ‘believe to be responsible Labour in this country 
towards the Excess Profits Duty. . . I regard this as 
a bad, wasteful, and useless tax. It is not to be defended 
by any one who has thought out the mest elementary 
economics. . ere is not the slightest doubt, 
according to the investigations which we have been able 
to make, that by reason of the differential treatment 
which it inevitably involves, there must be a penalty~on 
some firms, and certain advantages to others. Con- 
ditions like that inevitably react upon employment, and 
I believe the cause of a certain proportion of unemploy- 
ment has been traced to the operation of this Tax.” 


We have many Companies which are registered in this 
country, but which c on their business abroad. In 
answer to a question on the subject, the Government state 
that they expect to receive from them (subject to minor 
adjustments) for the year 1919/20 :—

It has been definitely ascertained that in censeguence .of 
excessive taxation, some of these Companies have already 
transferred, or are arranging to transfer, their registration to 
countries where. the taxation is less onerous, and there ts a 
grave fear that if the Govermment ‘with their policy, 
the greater part, if not the whole, of this revenue will be lost 
to the country. | 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer in his recent Budget 
Speech stated that he expected to receive this year from this 
Tax £220,000,000, which-it is understood is made up, as 
follows :— 


Last Years Arrears - « £190,000,000 
This Year’s Tax - £30,000,000 


If the Tax were withdrawn, the:gross-loss to.the Treasury 
this year would be only 30 millions, 


It is an open question whether the complete with- 
drawal of this tax will mean any net loss to the Treasury, 
as there will be the consequent increased yield from the 
Income Tax and the Corporation Profits Tax, and also 
from the great stimulus which its abandonment would give 
to industry. |
